WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.} Another vague dispatch 
was received by the State Department 
today from Bogota stating that govern- 
ment officials were working on the 
canal treaty or ona new treaty. In the 
present muddled state of informatidan 
concerning the treaty, the dispatch 
adds practically no information. The 
Times correspondent got today an ex- 
planation from a reliable source which 
may explain the riddle. 

It is this: When the Panama treaty 
went before the Colombian Senate at 
Bogota it was referred to a committee, 
just as is done in the United States. 
That committee considered the conven- 
tion for some days, and then reported 
it back to the Senate with seven amend- 
ments, five of these amendments per- 
fectly satisfactory to the United States, 


and the other two not, quite so sgtis- 


factory. Now after the treaty with 
amendments was reported back to the 
Senate by the committee, the course in 
most legisiative bodies would have 
-been to consider the amendments first, 
and either put them into the treaty or 
reject them, but not so tn the Colombia 
Senate. It appears in that body the 
first question was: Shall the treaty as 
originally drawn by ratified. The Sen- 
ate voted “No” on that proposition, 
and so the original treaty as drawn by 
the representatives of the United States 
and Colombia wag not ratified. 

The question then came on amending 
the original treaty by placing upon it 
the amendments reported by the Senate 
committee and that, it is claimed, is 
what is meant by the talk about a “new 
treaty.” 

The Colombian Senate is making a 
“new treaty” by amending the original 
one. And when it gets through with 
the debate on the committee amend- 
ments and has placed them in the 
treaty, the question will come on the 
adoption of the amended treaty, so the 
rejection of the treaty as drawn was 
nothing but a bit of red tape that 
might be expected from a legislative 
body in the tropics, but quite incom- 
prehen to Anglo-Saxon parliamen- 
tarians. 

To GET NEWe.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.—Minister 
Beaupré at Bogota has been asked by 
the State Department to send more 
definite information concerning pro- 
ceedings about the isthmian-canal 
treaty, but there is no way of telling 
how long the message will be delayed, 
owing to the interruption of telegraph 
communication between Buena Ventura 
and Bogota. The fact that the two 
messages of the same date reached the 
department with an interval of four 
days between them shows how irregu- 
lar this mode of communication has 
become.

erpided as a wonder in light breezes 
in windward work, and especially with 
a jumpy sea on, while the Reliance, ' 
on her trials, had done her best reach- - 
ing and running in a whole-sail wind. 
Yet today, with a breeze varying from 
one knot to twelve knots and against 
a long ground swell, the Reliance out- 
footed and outpointed the Shamrock. 
The Shamrock did not turn the outer 
mark, and there is no way of know- 
ing absolutely how badly she was 
beaten, but it was estimated that she 
was more than a mile astern, or sixteen 
minutes in the existing strength of the 
wind, when the Reliance rounded. : 
As a result of the trial, the experts 
believe, blow high or, blow low, that 
the Reliance will win this, the thir- 
teenth series for the America’s cup. 
The day Was a miserable one. A 
mist lay over the city and ocean, and 
when the great fleet of excursion 
steamers, steam yachts, tugs and sail- 
ing vessels reached the starting line, 
where the racers were already jockey- 
ing for a position, threatning clouds 
were hovering over the Jersey Heights. 
The breeze w not over six knots. 
The course Was set 15 miles south- 
west, straight down the Jersey coast 
and return. At the start, Capt. Barr 
cleverly outgeneraled Capt. Wringe, 
sending the Reliance over the line 63 
secs. behind the challenger, but in the 
windward berth. In the first twenty 
minutes of sailing, the defender 
showed her windward qualities, draw- 
ing up on even termsswith the chal- 
lenger, besides being about two hun- 
dred yards to windward. Then the 
storm broke, and for thirty minutes 
the rain came down in torrents, the 
wind meanwhile increasing to 12 
knots. 

When the storm had passed, the de- 

fender was seen to be firmly estab- 
lished on the weather bow of the 
Shamrock II], and she was never 
afterward headed. During the last 
two hours of the race, the Reliance 
steadily increased her lead, rounding 
the turn a mile ahead of the Sham- 
rock.

The latest mining excitement in 
the Southwest is at Kingman, the 
county seat of Mojave county, Ariz., 
in the center of a section that is 
known to be highly mineralized, and 
has been worked for many years. The 


as the “biggest geld discovery of the 
decade”"—or the agé—end the “big- 
gest strike ever made in the United 
States’”"—or in the world—according 
to the fertility of the imagination or 
the elasticity cf the conscience of the 
correspondent, and also, perhaps, ac- 
cording to the interest which he may 
have in getting a great number of 
men with some loose change in their 
pockets to rush in.

PRANK C. BOSTOCK. ANIMAL TRAINER, 
TRAPPED IN ARENA WITH FIGHTING 
BYASTS—FUTILP ATTEMPTS TO SUBDUE 
THEM AND ESCAPE—THEIR FINAL AT- 
TACK—RESCUE. 


FRANKC. BOSTOCK. 
(Famous entmal trainer and author of ‘‘Train-

Wild Antmals.’’} 


HB life of an animal trainer is full 
of perils. They are part of his 
every-day routine. Some of them, 
however, stand out above all the rest 
fim the memory. 
_ The closest call I ever had in my life 
‘Was at Atlantic City four summers ago. 
I had an animal exhibit on one of the 
piers at the time. When taking pos- 
session of the pier I had discovered 
that in order to have room for all of 
my exhibit I would have to place my 
@rena in the center of the auditorium, 
and keep the performing beasts in dens 
beneath it. . 
The purely exhibitive beasts I placed 
around the hall at the sides. The sub- 
terranean cages were in a circle, pretty 
much on the plan of the arena above 
it, gave that the lower circle had space 
_in its center for attendants to feed 
and water the animals. These lower 
cages were communicating, but shut 
off usually from each other by sliding 
doors. 


Nine lions and a group of seven leo- 
’ pards, panthers and jaguars occupied 
these lower cages, the lions filling the 
cages of about one-half of the circle, 
and the leopards and their kind’ the 
@ther. When the lions were to perform 
— pushed the communicating 

open and drove them through the 
cages on their side to a runway, and 
‘thence up this run to the stage 
‘through a trap door opened to 
‘admit them. When they were 
on the stage this trap was closed. 
The leopards were handled similarly, 
the lions reaching the run from one 
‘eide of the circle and the leopard group 
from the other. 

Lions haven’t much use for leopards 
—that is, for live ones—and vice versa, 
and the guards had to be careful that 

im no way could the opposing forces, 
singly or combined, have the oppor- 
jtunity to clash. When not performing 
‘the two factions faced each other from 
their cages across the lower circle. 

The trap door was of heavy oak, with 
two inlaid snap locks. During the day 
of the misadventure I am about to re- 
Jate one of my men had called my at- 
tention to a lock that had become im- 
paired. I had enjoined him to have it 

fixed at once, but didn’t consider the 
incident of much importance, feeling 
secure in the other lock, which worked 
perfectly. 

The purpose of the locks was to pre- 
vent the lions by any possibility, dur- 
ing the night, when they were per- 
‘mitted to roam free around the lower 
\circle, from one cage to another, find- 
ing their way to the arena (in which 
at night for the greater comfort of both 
a I always kept the leopard 


group. 
On this night, following an old habit. 
I had retired shortly after the last 
performance. It had stormed all day, 
and we had clored early, the board 
walk being practically deserted. Con- 
trary to custom, my staff to a man 
had gone off for a swim and supper. 
As soon as the animals had been fed 
and watered the leopards were turned 
into the upper arena from their cages 
below, and the doors pushed open, al- 
lowing the lions below their usual 
cou not ve been asleep more 
than half an hour when I euddenty 
awoke with a start. Some one was 
®anging on my door and shouting. Con- 
fused, I sprang up with a bound, and 
was in the center of the room before I 
knew it. Running to the door, and 
opening it, I caught sight of the scared 
face of the pier’s hight watchman. 
MENAGERIE IN UPROAR. 
Without waiting for him to speak, or 
ng my undressed state, I 
brushed by the man and sped down- 
stairs. On the way down I recovered 
my composure. Below I could hear 
the roars of lions and snarls of leop- 
ards above an unusual hullabaloo of 
the menagerie. I stopped and delib- 
erated whether I should return for my 
clothes. Increasing sounds of strife 
from below, however, determined me 
to go ahead as I was—in pajamas. 
Tufning into the auditorium at the 
base of the stairway, through the 
half-gloom—(menagerie NMghts are ai- 
towered at night)—I traced the 
rincipal uproar to the arena. Hurry- 
over, I saw what appeared to be 
@ mix-up of the leopards. I had been 
fearing something of the sort. Several 
nights before the group had had a 
free-for-all fight in the na As a 
consequence one had a badly lacerated 
forepaw. Because of tis fight and 
the animal's wounded condition I had 
hed.a@ box placed in the arena at night, 
after closing time, to protect this leop- 
ard from possible future encounters. 
The box was about six feet long, four 
wide and four high. It had ample air 
holes and a lock that snapped like the 
lock on the trap door. Selzing a heavy 
training whip from a wall in passing, 
I reached the arena swiftly. To enter 
the arena from the hall one had to 
pase through two doors, one on the 
outside leading to a silort steel-barred 
corridor, and another from this corri- 
dor into the arena, the device being 
ed as a protection against the 
chance escape of a beast into the 
euditorium, if, by accident, it passed 
through the arena door. Opening. 
then, this outer door, and snapping it 
behind me—I was now  collected—I 
proceeded to the drena door, Fling- 
ing this second door open, I went to-. 
ward the noisy mats, shouting com- 
mands the while and snapping the 
whip. The arena had a circumference 
of about sixty feet. The fight was at 
my left. My flight from my bed to the 
arena was accomplished so quickly 
that I had not yet grown accustomed 
to the half-light. 


MIX-UP OF LIONS AND LEOpP 
ARDS 3 
It struck me at once, though, even 

in the semi-darkness, that there were 

more animals in the fizhting group 
than there should be. Instantly I con- 
cluded that the wounded leopard, 
through some one’s oversight, had not 
been boxed, and that the others were 
again at him. Rushing over to the 

box, I flung the cover open. As I did 

. so the wounded leopard leaped out. All 

the while I had been shouting and 

snapping the lashy but the brutes had 
paid no more attention to me than if 

I had not been present. Jumping back 

from the leopard that was leaping 

from the box, I was just able to check 
myself from a fali onto the runway. 
The trap door leading from the lions’ 

cage to the arena was open! , 
When I realized this I was momenta- 

rily paralyzed. I looked again. The 

trap Was up surely enough. 


were fighting. The tmpossible had 
happened. 

The passing body of a leopard had 
brushed the projection of the sound 
bolt at a time when one or more of 
the lions roaming over the run below 
had been passing the trap There had 
doubtless been an exchange of defiance 
and a raised paw from below had done 
the rest. I made these deductions 
much more quickly than I am telling 
of them. 

Though I had been in delicate situa- 
tions before, and had escaped serious 
disaster, I confess I felt apprehens'|\ 
when I fully appreciated my new pre- 
dizament. 

The fight at my left was about the 
worst animal mix-up I’ve ever seen. 
The uproar was deafenig; the sight 
chilling; a writhing mass of panthers, 
leopards, jaguars, and lions. To at- 
tempt to bring order out of this riot 
were worse than folly. I therefore 
hurried back to the door leading from 
the arena, intending to summon help. 


TRAPPED WITH FIGHTING 
_« BEASTS. 

Upon opeping this door I got a fresh 
shock. In the hurry of my entrance 
I had neglected to fasten the arena 
door leading to the corridor.

Last night, forty years later, he. told 
‘me of another scheme unt!l I had 
counted thirteen passing milk wag- 
ons.”’ 

Mr. Root flushed quickly at the 
hearty laugh of the bee circle, but 
came back at his accuser. ‘That's all 
right. I worked the sap scheme and 
can taste that honey now. Mr. Miller 
was just a drummer for a music house 
then, and did not know a drone from 
a worker. I was just starting up 
my little plant, having sold out a 
small jewelry shop to go into the busi- 
ness. I had just paid “$20 for one 


thought I was getting daffy on the 
subject. But J was in the business to 
stay, and it was not long until I 
made a record of thirty pounds of 
honey from one ¢olony in two days. 


1One year I had so much honey that 


I had to borrow all the wash tubs in 


ithe neighborhood to hold it, and when 
wash day came, and my barrels had 


not yet arrived, I was aimost forced 
to dump the honey into the cistern 
by the impatient housewives.” 

“That is as bad as the story of the 
man who claims that the hollow steel 
pillars of a bridge in Arizona became 
so filled with honey that when the hot 
weather came, 200 section men held 
their. pails under the drip at the bot- 
tom and went home with them full,” 
said the doctor. 

Root was the first man to manu- 
facture a steel extractor in America, 
and today, with his son and sons-in- 
law, he owns the largest manufac- 
tory of bee supplies in the world. In 
starting his business, his power for 
cutting out the frames was supplied 
by a large windmill. “And many are 
the times,” said Root, “that I have 
gone down to work in the middle of 
the night because the windmill was 
humming and I hated to see the 
blessed wind go to waste.” 

“fT am indebted to my wife for my 
start in the bee business,” said Dr. 
Miller. “It was in 1861. I was in 
Chicago and a large swarm passed 
over Marengo, Ill, and took my house 
in the line of their march. My wife 
was a very energetic woman, and in 
her eagerness to get the swarm, 


Ipicked the «bees up in double hand- 


fuls and threw them into a full-sized 
sugar barrel.” 

“Most people know the bee only for 
its sting,” said the new secretary, 
George W. Brodbeck. “They do not 
seem to realize what an extensive and 
thoroughly. fnteresting business bee 
raising is. Why, four members of the 
board of directors of the association 
had a combined yield of over 200 tons 
of honey last season.” 

“Tt visited Los Angeles when there 
was but ome car line here, and that 
was not-running for lack of patron- 
age,” sald Mr. Root. “People said the 
man was a fool and that the town 
never would be able to support a 
street car. That was about twenty 
years ago. Look at this city today.”

in New York cheaper than the New 
Jersey grower had-caused the Jersey 
producer to go out of business. There 
are a few specialties produced near- 
by which rank higher than the aver- 
age run of porltry and which bring 
high prices. But these small receipts 
do no affect the main features. It is, 
on the whole, impossible to compete in 
this market with Armour and Swift 
and do business in a large way. 
Another reason assigned for the dis- 
apvearance of Jersey poultry is the 
fact that lice trouble the fowls, and 


continuous inbreeding has weakened 
the strains. But probably were com- 
petition less severe there would he 


more vieorous efforts to overcome these 
difficulties, which are but minor ones 
after all. 

Receivers in this city must generally 
content themselves wtih such poultry 
as Armour and Swift send them or KO 

without any. While the situation is 
not exactly to the liking of some peo- 
ple. there is no likelihood now of anx 
reversion to former conditions.—[New 
York Commercial.

ATHOLIC CHURCH. 
FOR OCEAN PARK. 
BISHOP CONATY WILL LAY THE 
CORNER-STONE SUNDAY. 
— 
Board of Equalization Provokes a 
Howl, and Amusing Scenes Ensue. 


Mile and a Quarter of Beach as a Gift 
to the People. 


OCEAN PARK, Aug. 20.—The estab- 
lishment of a Roman Catholic church 
in Ocean Park will be signalized on 
Sunday afternoon when, Bishop Conaty 
officiating and many of the lesser 
clergy assisting, the corner-stone of a 
$5000 edifice will be laid at the south- 
of Ballona avenue and Lake 
reet, 


The site is a charming one, on a 


‘slight eminence overlooking the city 


and the sea, and not far enough back 
to be remote from the beach. It is not, 
however, the site that was first selected 
by the church management, and 
thereto attaches an incident. About 
three weeks ago the Purchase Commit- 
tee chose three lots on Rose avenue, in 
the heart of the residence district, and 
a deposit was paid the owners to b ad 
the deal. It subsequently developed 
that residents owning adjoining prop- 
erty possessed a contract by which it 
Was stipulated, among other. items, 
that ground in their midst should not 
nt ge for other than residence pur- 
These residents, upon learning of the 
Rose-avenue church deal, which had 
been entered into by error on the part 
of the owners of the land, and not 
through any intent to violate the con- 
tract, promptly objected, and the pro- 
test was as promptly recognized. The 
Purchase Committee released the own- 
ers, and they in return donated $200 to 
the church. 
The committee then selected a plot 
of ground 100x200 feet at the southeast 
corner of Ballona and Lake, and the 
purchase of this property from E. J. 
Vawter was completed yesterday. The 
new location will be better in every 
way than the one first chosen, for the 
heavy, sandy streets of the residence 
district would have made funeral pro- 
cessiong difficult, and the gay, care- 
free life of the beach would not, per- 
haps, have afforded a location as pleas- 
ing to church-goers as would one -a 
trie removed. To quote an Ocean 
Parker, “We want churches, we gladly 
subscribe to their support, and we wel- 
come them, of whatever denomination; 
but we think that some sites are more 
appropriate than others.” 
ENORMOUSLY INCREASED. 
This was Ocean Park day before the 
sitting as a Board of 
Equalization, and many of the prom- 
inent South Siders appeared to protest 
against the proposal to raise the val- 
uation of certain Ocean Park real es. 
tate. In some instances the proposed 
rise amounts to as much as 300 and 
even 400 per cent. An amusing feature 
of the hearing was that while the own- 
ers objected strenuously to the doubled, 
tripled or quadrupled assessments, 95 
per cent. of them sharply replied “No” 
to the pertinent question, “Would you 
sell your property for the amount of 
the new valuation?” One protestant, a 
woman—there are many, many women

upbraided the board for proposing to 
assess her two lots at $500, and in the 
next breath admitted that she could 
sell them at $500 apiece at thirty min- 
utes’ notice, “if she were willing to let 
them go at a sacrifice price.”

GIFT TO THE PEOPLE. 


A. R. Frager, representing the Ocean 
Park Improvement Company, appeared 
to protest against being taxed on one- 
half mile of beach property, being a 
strip 100 feet wide extending In wid 


board walk and extending northward 
from the south city Iimits. This strip 
of beach is, as it should always re- 
main, free of obstruction of ary kind 
save for the Casino, the bandstand and 
the cluster of business buildings at the 
foot of Pier avenue. The board pro- 
poses to assess this half-mile strip at 
$55,500, which, at the present rate, 
would impose a yearly tax of $700, in 
addition to about $750 paid out by the 
company yearly for keeping this por- 
tion of the beach clean for the public. 

Fraser informed the board that it ts, 
and always has been, the intention of 
the Ocean Park Improvement Company 
to deed this strip of beach, and a con- 
tinuing strip south of the city limits— 
in all a stretch one one and one-quar- 
ter miles, extending from Hollister ave- 
nue to the Short Line track—to a Roard 
of City Trustees or to three representa- 
tive citizens of Santa Monica, to be 
held in perpetuity for the free and un- 
hindred use of the people as pleasure 
grounds. The company owns this beach 
front in fee simple, and it is éstimated 
that if cut up into lots and put on the 
market it would represe:t a value of 
from $150,000 to $200,000. Such a pro- 
cedure, however, would practically 
leave Ocean Park without a pleasure 
beach. 

Fraser reminded the board that as 
long ago as last April he arranged to 
appear before the former Board of 
Trustees and formally present this deed 
to the city, but that on that occasion 
no quorum being presen, the 
failed to hold a meeting. 

In view of these circumstances, Fra- 
ser thought the property certainly 
should be exempt from taxation. He 
proposed to meet with the board next 
Monday evening at 7 o'clock and enter 
into a full discussion of the matter, and 
this was agreed to.
